one of average weight. Eating b e­ 
tween meals is prob ab ly the great­ 
est factor in causing overweight in 
children. Every healthy child is a 
b ewildering active engine and ex ­ 
pends a good deal of calories, so it 
is unwise to try strenuous reducing 
diets in children, although the 
flab b y fat child can b e induced to 
eat less and take more ex ercise, 
with conseq uent loss in weight, and 
can get weight off a good deal 
easier than a fat adult. 
In planning any reducing diet b e 
sure that all the vitamins and min­ 
erals are provided for.

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SQUEEZING THE DUCE 


JJUROPE seems to 
be engaging in a 


squeeze play, to force Italy out of 


Spain. 
The play is called from Geneva, 


where the League of Nations shows signs 
of life. 
A League resolution proposes to 
end the non-intervention policy and throw 


Spain open to the uncontrolled entrance of

a s u p e r visory 
routine in these 
cases. 
There Is danger of neglect, 
and in the second place, there is 
the danger of fussy Interference 
which makes the child self-con­ 
scious and nervous. 
At the same 
time it is important, if possible 
without nagging, to influence the 
child’s eating habits, and hence the 
weight, so that proper impetus is 
given which will exert its influence 
all through life, and perhaps pre­ 
vent largely those tendencies to ex­ 
cessive overweight or underweight 
in the adult period. 
Every home should be equipped 
with 
bathroom scales, 
and 
the 
mother should have a record book 
in which she keeps an accurate 
weekly record of the weights of all 
her children. She should also have 
a 
standard 
height 
and 
weight 
scale, although it must be remem­ 
bered that these are averages and 
that hardly any individual con­ 
forms exactly to the proper height 
and weight for the age. 
A varia­ 
tion of a few pounds is not impor­ 
tant. 
Good 
bathroom scales can be 


bought for as little as $3. 
The 
weighing should be done at the 
same time of day, every time, be­ 
cause there is a range of about two 
pounds during the 24 hours. 
If 
weighing at short intervals causes 
discouragement, 
lengthen 
them 
out. 
It la very Important not to 
let the child lose interest. 


Flabby Fat Not Healthful 
The child with a tendency to fat 
is not as badly off as the child who 
has a tendency to being thin, but 
the pudgy, flabby fat boy or girl 
obviously is not as healthy nor aa 
able to get around as efficiently as 
one of average weight. 
Eating be­ 
tween meals is probably the great­ 
est factor in causing overweight in 
children. Every healthy child is a 
bewildering active engine and ex­ 
pends a good deal of calories, so it 
is unwise to try strenuous reducing 
diets in children, 
although 
the 
flabby fat child can be induced to 
eat less and take more exercise, 
with consequent loss in weight, and 
can get weight off a good deal 
easier than a fat adult. 
In planning any reducing diet be 
sure that all the vitamins and min­ 
erals are provided for. 
Fruits in­ 
stead of sweetened desserts, des­ 
serts without cream or whipped 
cream, are practical methods of 
keeping Hie child’s weight within 
normal limits. 
The thin child is much more 
likely to have some organic disease 
than the fat child as the cause for 
the leanness. The average number 
of physical defects discovered in 
the underweight child is six as 
against an average of two defects 
in children who are more than 20 
per cent overweight. 
The great art is individualization 
and control without nagging which, 
of course, is the great art of bring­ 
ing up children under any circum­ 
stances.

Police, investigating the ruins of 
the plane, which struck a chimney 
in fog as it struggled for safety 
on a flight from Frankfurt to Lon­ 
don, found the remains of a pre­ 
maturely born child, killed at the 
moment of its birth in the flaming 
plane.

Those who died, in addition to 
the prematurely born child and the 
plane’s Belgian crew of three, in­ 
cluded: 
Grand Duke George of Hesse. 
Grand Duchess Cecile, Princess 
of Greece and Denmark. 
Dowager Grand Duchess Eleo- 
nore. 
Prince Ludwig, 6, and Prince 
Aldenbach, 4, sons of the grand 
duke and grrand duchess. 
Baron Von Reidesch Zu Eisen- 
bach, grand court marshall 
of 
Hesse. 
Frau Line Hahn, maid to the 
dowager grand duchess. 
Herr Martens, German engineer 
and glider expert. 
Grand Duchess Cecile w as a 
daughter of Prince Andreas of 
Greece, and was a first cousin of 
the Duchess of Kent, sister in law 
of King George VI of Britain. 
The grand ducal party was on 
its way to Liondon to the wedding 
of Prince Ludwig of Hesse, young­ 
er brother of the grand duke, to 
M iss M argaret Geddes, daughter 
of Sir Auckland Geddes, and the 
two young princes were to be 
pages. 
Prince Ludwig was to 
have been married Saturday, on 
his 29th birthday, but instead the 
wedding w as held quietly today 
and it w as understood Ludwig— 
now the grand duke because of his 
brother's death — would leave at 
once for Ostend.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Nov. 17— (U P )—Attorneys representing 
18 private pow'er companies move into the record of a three-judge 
federal court today the backbone of their attack on the constitutional­ 
ity of the Roosevelt administration huge electrical “yardstick” pro­ 
gram in the Tennessee valley. 
'The companies, most of which are operating units of the Common­ 
wealth & SouthexTi Corporation, are seeking an injunction to restrain 
the Tennessee Valley 
authority 
and its directors—A. E. Morgan, 
H, A. Morgan and David Lilienthal 
—from proceeding with the gov­ 
ernment’s power development in 
seven southeastern states. 
The utility attorneys, headed by 
New'ton D. Baker, wartime sec­ 
retary of W'ar, refused to rev'eal 
the names of witnesses they plan­ 
ned to call from day to day, but 
it was expected that at least one 
official of each of the 18 com­ 
panies would testify in the prelim­ 
inary phase. 
'Three executives testified yes­ 
terday concerning the assets, rates 
and operations of their companies 
and their proximity to T.V.A. Pro­ 
jects. They w'ere L. P. Swett, vice 
president 
and 
manager of the 
Mississippi Pow'cr company, Jose­ 
phus Conn Guild, president of the 
Tennessee 
Electric Power com­ 
pany, and B. F. Manning, secret- 
ary-treasurer of the T. E. P. 
Their testimony was designed to 
show that private enterprise had 
been highly successful in develop­ 
ing the pow’er business 
in 
the 
Tenne.ssee valley; that rates W'ere 
being progressively reduced; that 
ample facilities existed to supply 
all current demand and allow for 
future expansion; and that the T. 
V.A. had set up unfair competition 
with private concerns, and had in­ 
vaded states’ rights in regulating 
public utilities. 
Circuit Judge Florence E. Allen, 
as head of the court, refused to 
gi'ant a subpena for the production 
of minutes of T. V. A. directors’ 
meetings relationg to the govern­ 
ment’s program. 
She ruled that 
the companies had failed to show 
the relevancy of the documents. 
Company 
attorneys 
had 
con­ 
tended 
that 
the 
minutes would 
“prove” that the T. V. A. was 
"primarily if not wholly a power 
corporation engaged in the busi­ 
ness of selling electric power as a 
proprietory concern.” 
Wendell L. Willkie, president of

Commonwealth & Southern 
Corporation, who attended Mon­ 
day’s opening session, left yester­ 
day for Washington w'here, it was 
said, he planned to confer with 
President Roosevelt.

O STEND, Belgium, Nov. 17- 
(U P )—A twelfth victim was add 
ed today to the list of those who 
died yesterday in the crash of a 
Belgian air liner, which all but 
wiped out the royal family of the 
German archduchy of Hesse.
